Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a laser level apparatus 
having a drive means including an electric motor a rotor of which is coaxial with a third axis 
transverse to the second axis, the rotor having two axial electrical conductors insulated one from 
the other, and a first rotatable electrical connection means and a second rotatable electrical 
connection means each electrically connected with a respective one of the two axial electrical 
conductors, and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 1. Claims 2-4,7-1 1, 13- 
1 7, 1 9-3 1 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 1 .
